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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE:To command the replacement of a light source section to the operator as a result of 
comparison between a digital signial and a worst case value stored in a ROM section after an 
originalis finished of reading. 

CONSTITUTION:The scanner is provided with a sensor section 1 converting a light into an 
analog signal 7, ah A/D converter section 2 converting the analog signal 7 into a digital signal 8, a 
ROM section 4 In which the worst case value of the luminous quantity of the light source is 
recorded, and a display section 5 informing the state of the scanner to the operator, and a CPU 
section 3 comparing the signal 8 with the. worst case value and informing the replacement of a 
light source section 6 to the operatorfrom the display section 5. Since the operator replaces the 
light source section with a command from the scanner, the light source section is.used just 
before a defective picture is caused. Furthermore, when picture quality defect takes place in the 
scanner, a defect is easily discovered.
